A gang: of Italian laborers have for 

itiontna pnst been employed on the West 
8hore Rairoad a few miles below Amster- 
dam. They are very quiet industriotis, 
and well behaved, and seem to be above 
the average of Italian laborers. Amorig 
them was one whose form wasslender and 
symmetrical, complexion fair with asligiit 
olive tint, eyes. lark and lustrous, and hair 
long, dark hued, and wavy. An Evening 
Recorder reporter who visited the spot a 
couple of days ago gleaned from persons 
well acquainted with facts the following 
romantic story: 

The fair personage was a woman. Her 
name was Angella Lourino. lie lover. 
Franko Patrieio, came to America, like 
many of his countrymen, to better Ins for- 
tune. The fair Angella pined in his ab- 
sence, and finally determined to join hitn 
in the far-off America. To carry out her 
plan she disj;nised herself in men's attire, 
land Imving no money with wliich to pay 
I passage, she stowed herself away upon an 
■ ocean steamer bound for the United States, 
After the steamer sailed she was discover- 
ed and willingly did a sailor's hard duty 
to work her pginage across the broad At 
lantic. 

At length she arrived in New York city, 
onlv to learn, after patient investieration, 
that her lover had joined the army of Italian 
laborers upon the West Shore Railroad 
Nothing daunted, she, too, became a rail 
road worker, and laboreil for her daily 
bread at at various points along the West 
Shore Railroa«l, ever keeping the object of 
her lifo^to find t^er long-loat lover— in 
view. 

During her wanderings she came near 

meeting him. Once she caught sight of 
his form on the deck of the canal boat 
which passed near the spot where she was 
at work, but the overseer kept her at her 
task, and the boat went onward. At an- 
other time she caught a glimpse of him as 
he was rapidly whirlad by the Amatardam 
railroad station on an express train. In 
the pourse of her wanderings and changes 
she was finally located with a gang of 
Italian laborers a few miles below this 
village, ller constitution, naturally deli- 
cate wag nBsUiB to eBdnre the exposure 
and hard work, and she fell a victim to 
typhoid fever.

The remains of Angella were laid upon 
a platform, covered with a cloth, and stones 
placed beneath her head.

At the expiration of this time 
the body was wrapped in a winding sheet 
and buned in the "dump" of the road bed 
the remains being covered with earth from 
the dumping carta.

Fighting the Weak. 

Lord Granville's expression of ro^rel 
la tbe House of Ivordii thut En^Kiud 
thotild be ooiopellcd to "use force 
flfi^ainst tho \ro!»k/' apropos of the 
bombardment of the Kgyptiaa foils, is 
a curious illustration ox the way in 
whinh a certain kind of cnnt «urvivea 
for indefinite periods the fads to which 
It owed its origin. Rehictance to 
attack tlic weak was a product of 
raedievnl cliivalr^', and was cultivated 
in the days when lighting was consid- 
ered a good thln^ in itself and valued 
mnch for its spcctaciilnr oflccts. It 
lingers still in the dnelinc; and bo\in<jf 
rules, which place the combatants as 
far as possible on terms of strii;t equal- 
ity, and it every now and then comes 
up in attempts to justify misdirection of 
political sympathy, as when dnring onr 
JU'bellion Ki);j;lisli Toiic^ u-ed to pre- 
tend .that they sided with the South 
because it was the weaker ]iartv, and 
thought Captain Win«low acted unfairly 
because in ilv liirbt with th*; Alabama 
he protected his engines and boilers by 
hanging his chain cables over the side. 
But it ha«< no place whatever in nnxleru 
})oJitieal ethics. Nation* do not now 
light for fun or to show how brave thoy 
are. They fight to liave thfilr way 
about somethmg. So far, tof), from 
icgreiting that an en era v is weak 
when they attack hiro, t6ey oj enly 
rejoice in it In Ifiet. they try to 
weaken him, or Wait t:il they tJiirik lie 
is weak, before ^thev attiiel: him Just 
as it is a fatal fault In a modern (icncral 
not to be strongest rd the point ot colli- 
sion with the enemy, it is a fatal fuult 
in a modern statesman to go to war un- 
less he has allies, or ha~s some advantage 
over the enemy in number-*, orresources, 
or armament. Finally, it is nearly al- 
waj'S the weak whom modern Powers 
go to war with. They seldom attack 
their match, and always do 6o with 
^reat reluctance. In fact, they consider 
It barbarous to do so. Their improved 
weapons arc nearly always nsed against 
communities which do not possess tliem.

Weakness am< ng n;itions has a 
touch of immorality about it, because 
national strength comes from national 
virtu '. It is the product of industry, 
order, forethought, love of country, 
deteimination and persistenc^e. It is 
the<:c things which make nations abile to 
thrash the weak; it is the alisence of 
them which prepares the weak for the 
thrashing. Tha fittest survive, even 
more surely amon^ nations than among 
in^llviduaLs. — iV. Y. Font.
